A BUSINESS BOOM.

A Generel Revival of Trade in Al
Branches,

Talkse With Bome of the Prominent

Local Wholesale Men,

Now that the chilly daya of Inclpient
spring are merglog Into the wsunny,
Nebraska May weather, the
local spring trade ls beglnning to revive,
and all indicationa point to a prosperons
your for both wholesale and retail busl-
ness. A reporter called upon seme of
the wholesale men yestorday and see
curlng an expresslon of opinlon from
ench one on the subject of futare pros-
peats, has compilad an artlele which may
be of interest to thoss who are concerned
in the bualness welware of Omaha.

“The wholesalo grooery trade,” sald
representative of a prominent local firm,
“‘is booming. The Indloations for a
brisk business this year are highly favor-
able. The retail merchants throughout
Nobraska are not purchasing in sach
large quantition this year as last, but are
enforeing collections squarely, buying
goods In small orders, but paying the
wholeaslers In cash. So thatin reality
the genoral condition of the trade is
much better."

In the line of agricultural Implementa
th ereare nogreat prospectsfor the season’s
trade. The local representatives of the
business claim that the farmers through-
out the state are *‘cleaning up” and re-
pairing old machinery, instead of buylng
the mow, on sccount of hard times,
Nevertheleas, the business Is opening up
well for the spring, after the sluggish
months of Januoary and Fahmuir.

In thoe wholesale hardware business
prospeots arg reported generally favor-
able.

*Our businesa is fast settling to a firm
basls,” sald one man, *‘and I believe
that we shall have a good year."

‘‘How is the cigar and tubacco trade!”
askod the reporter, addrassing himself to
a local representative of the business.
*I¢ Is beginning to lmprove,” was the
reply. “Daring the winter business bas
been excessively slugglsh, but now that
spring is advancing we are beglonning to
recelve a good many orders from our men
on the road. I belleve that the year
will be & good one. No, I do not appre-
hend that the recent law enacted by the
legislatare relative to the sale of tobacco
to minors will Injure oue basiness in any
alarmiog degree, The truth of the mat-
ter is that If boys want tobacco they will
easily find ways of getting it."

] believe that this year will be a falr-
ly productive ona for the wholeaale dry
goods trade,”” sald a merchant, “We
are handling a larger line of buslness,
thoogh I do not find that collestions are
belng ss generally met as last year,
Our spring trade ls openlog op very
briskly."

The wholesale hat and cap men say
that they never had a more prosperous
time than durlng the present month,
January and February wera productive
of but little business, but March and
Aprll have brought out a large volome,
of business. In the line of wholesale
millinery there Is tho same goneral re-
vival and a prosperoue season’s trade ls
anticipated.

The business of the local distlllerlea
and brewerles is also showing a goodly
revival as spring wears on. ‘‘No,"” said
a prominent repreeentative of Omaha's
distillery Interests, ‘'l do not believe that
the opening of the Nebraska City dlstil-
lery will at all affect our business. I ap-
prohend this year a good buslness, prob-
ably better than that of last year.”

**How Is the wholesale drog business
opening up this seasoni” was asked of a
representative of a local firm. ‘‘Very
fine, Indeed,” was the reply, ‘‘and from
present prospects I am  Inclined
to belleve that we are going
to have an nnusually prosperous season
this year. Why? Yon see, on account
of the somewhat depressed condltion of
business, the retall merchants througheut
the country have been purchasing in a
hand to'moath sort of wayand their stocks
are now nearly depleted. Just ss soon
as the spring fairly opens up, they will
have to replenleh, and the wholesale
business will commenoa to boom."”

*‘The wholesale boot and shoe trade,”
sald o prominent merchant, “‘ls beginning
to manifest signs of spring aotivity.
Daoring the winter, business has been
very dull, but orders are now comlng in.
With regard to the lmprestlon that St.
Joe is the great wholesale cootre for this
class of goods, I can say that it 1s decld-
edly erronecus, Of course, that city be-
Ing coneidorably older and wealthier, has
had vestly the advantage of Omshs, but
1 believe that our clty is fast gainlng on
her, not only In this{»rnuoh of wholesale
trade, but In mavy others. "

The local wholesale jewelry and notion
trade Is showlng decided signs of spring
lmprovement, slthough it has been qjuite
brisk sll winter. A good deal of business
will be transacted this year, and one or
two firms are maklog preparations for ex-
tenslve importations from Europe.

The furnlture men are In a great glee
over the cutlook for a good years' bual-
noas, They say that the prospects have
pever been better, Thoy are extending
their business, notonly over Nebrasks,
but into other states and territorles, more
or leas remote,

Bee here,”
sald the eleckrician, bholding up one of the
soarf-plos, ‘‘Here ia the battary which
furnishes the light, You will sbserve
that 1t is encased in a lttle oblong rob-

ber box three or four lnches long and

In this robber case, which in tightly
filted at one end with a removable cover,
are placed the component materials of
the battery, xino, sulphuoric sold, with a
compound of sllver, This farnishes the
elootrlo fluld, which Is transmitted to the
ornamental part of the scarf-pln by two
wireas, the posltive and negative.”
